Houtchens, House Democratic 
majority leader, disclosed today 
for the first time that the bus and 
truck lobby fought him and Rep- 
resentative Tom A. Shockley of 
Waynesville when they sought re- 
election in 1950. Shockley is vice 
chairman of the Lobby Investigat- 


‘trucks of 54,000 pounds.

Most of the hearings will be in 
Jefferson City, although some 
may be in St. Louis and other 
cities, Houtchens announced. All 
hearings will be public. Omniy 
executive sessions will be held “to 
hear witnesses with complaints, 
reports or leads,” he continued.

U.S. Policy Is Producing Results, 


Helps Free World Hold 
Its Own, Labor Secre- 
tary Asserts. 


United States foreign policy in 
the current international situa- 
tion is “slow and unsensational,” 
but it is producing results, Seec- 
retary of Labor Maurice J. Tobin 
told St. Louis University gradu- 
ates today. 

Speaking at the university’s 
133rd commencement exercises at 
Kiel Auditorium, Tobin said the 
struggle against Communism had 
by no means been won, but de- 
clared the free world today “ 
holding and building up its’ 

n >” 


“We've shown in Korea that 
we're ready to meet aggression 
with force,” he continued. “That 
force has already driven the ag- 
gressor from the area he sought 
to conquer. We're preparing, 
through the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization under Gen. 
Eisenhower, to meet aggression 
with force again if it takes place 
in Western Europe.” 
Gets Honorary ‘Degree. 

Tobin spoke before 1843 grad- 
uates who received 55 different 
kinds of degrees from the uwunt- 
versity and himself received the 
honorary degree of Doctor of 


Laws “for high competence and 
unimpeachable rectitude in the 
administration of law.” 
Outlining various New Deal 
social reforms, which he said 
represented the “translation of 
moral principles into the every- 
day domestic life of America,” 
Tobin said that one of President 
Truman’s “most significant con- 


tributions” had been in translat- 
ing moral principles into the 
country’s operating foreign pol- 


icy. 

The billions in relief sent hy 
the United States to Europe’s war- 
ravaged countries and other aid 
programs directed at self-help, 
like the Marshall Plan, constitute 
“the greatest investment in hu- 
manitarianism in the history of 
the world,” Tobin asserted. 

Programs Part of Whole. 

“These programs are building 
blocks in the structure of Ameri- 
can foreign policy,” he went on. 
“They weren't meant to stand by 
themselves and they can’t be un- 
derstood by themselves. Their sig- 
nificance is in their contribution 
to the total foreign policy of the 
United States. 

“The ‘foreign policy of the 
United States has two great moral 
objectives. One is to protect the 
free world, including ourselves, 
from Communist imperialism. The 
other is to prevent a third world 
war. 

“Some people think these two 
objectives are incompatible, They 
think that to stop Communism, we 
have to pay the price of a terrible 
world conflict — a conflict that 
could mean atomic ruin for most 
of the civilized world.

In his exc e with Gillette, 
Acheson stottly defended Tru- 
man’s authority to commit a quar- 
ter of a million American troops 
to the fighting in Korea without 
congressional action. He said the 
President had constitutional au- 
thority to do it. 

Gillette told him the people are 

“much disturbed and bewildered” 
by the Korean affair. 
“They write in to all of us 
thousands of letters and ask what 
we are doing in Korea,” he said. 
“No war has been declared. Why 
do we have a quarter of a million 
people over there? 

“TI would like to ask you that 
question: Without a declaration of 
war, what are we doing with a 
quarter million troops in Korea?” 

Acheson said: “I think that so 
far as the President’s action un- 
der the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States is concerned, we are 
proceeding under his powers. 

“So far as the United Nations 
is concerned, the resolution of the 
Security Council authorizes and 
requests, under the Charter of 
the United Nations, assistance in 
carrying out the repelling of the 
armed attack on Korea.” 

Acheson also told how the

to strike U.N. air and ground 
forces and then fly to safety be- 
hind Manchurian border a very 
few minutes away.” 


Localizing of Conflict. 

The telegram continued: 
“United States Government is 
determined to do everything pos- 
sible to localize conflict in Korea. 
This is illustrated by rigorous 
instructions to commanders as 
well as hy efforts made to adjust 
accidental irtrusion into Chinese 
territory by offering compensa- 
tion for damages ,et cetera. It 
is obvious, however, that the 
abuse of Manchuria by the enemy 
could easily impose an intolerable 
burden upon U. N. forces operat- 
ing lawfully and properly on 
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U.N. missions in Korea. 
“Therefore United States Gov- 
ernment wishes to inform govern- 
ment to which you are accredited 
that it may become necessary at 
an early date to permit U.N. Air- 
craft to defend themselves in the 
| air space over the Yalu river to 
'the extent of permitting hot pur-

“It is contemplated that U.N. 
aircraft would limit themselves to 
repelling enemy aircraft engaged 
in offensive missions into Korea.

At Chicago, Swift & Co., 
world’s largest packer, slaugh- 
tered no beef at all today and laid 
off almost all of its more than 
200 beef slaughterers. The com- 
pany said it was not sure whether 
beef slaughterer could be re- 
sumed tomorrow.

For Foreign Policy Is Understood 


Misconceptions He Thought Long Corrected 
Still Exist— Errors in Dealing 
With Public Shown. 


tion’s case for its foreign policy, 
which he had thought was 
familiar to almost everybody, and 
well understood, is neither known 
nor understood, even among the 
members of Senate committees 
who are supposed to be well 
versed in these matters. 

Acheson also is discovering 
that misconceptions about world 
politics and about the Adminis- 
tration’s policy which he had sup- 
posed had long since been cor- 
rected are still very much alive 
in the minds of at least some 
committee members. 

Reasons Come to Light. 

The Senate hearings also are 
bringing out, not only the fact 
that public opinion is unfamiliar 
with the Administration’s case for 
its foreign policy, but also some 
of the reasons why this is so. 

Acheson is doing some of the 
most brilliant explaining, clarify- 
ing and justifying of the Admin- 
istration’s foreign policy these 
days that Washington has ever 
seen anybody do for any policy.

Organization Expected to. Go

Subject to Further Prosecutions 


Supreme Court Majority Finds ‘Clear and 
Present Danger’ to Government’— Dis- 
senters Charge Infringement of Free 
Speech Under First Amendment.

N its historic decision upholding the conviction of this country's 
top 11 Communists for conspiracy to overthrow the Government 


Y OUTLAWS COMMUNIST PARTY 
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by violence, the Supreme Court yesterday virtually outlawed the 


Communist party as a political entity. 
If recent history is a standard, the Kremlin-inspired organiza- 


tion will go underground. The known members will be subject to 
further prosecutions by the federal and state. governments if they 


attempt to carry out Communist 

Recognition of the Communists 
as a party will depend, of course, 
on action by states because states 
rather than the Federal Govern- 
ment decide the qualification of 
voters and what parties shall be 
on the ballot. The language of 
the majority opinion can be used 
by state legislatures in drafting 
laws to outlaw the party. 

Companion Decision. . 

In a companion decision, the 
court ruled, 5 to 4, that Los An- 
geles was within constitutional 
rights in requiring municipal em- 
ployes to sign a loyalty oath and 
to sign an affidavit revealing 
whether they have been or are 


members of the Communist party | 


or the Communist Political Asso- 
ciation. 

The court divided 6 to 2 on up- | 
holding the .constitutionality of 
the 1940 Smith Act, under which 
Eugene Dennis, general secretary 
of the Communist party in the 
United States, and 10 other lead- 
ing party members were convicted 
by a jury in the court of United 
States District Judge Harold R. 
Medina in New York in a trial 
that lasted nine months, in 1949. 

Upheld by Appeals Court. 
The convictions were unani-| 

mously upheld by the United | 
States Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the Second (New York) Dis- 
trict last August. Justice Clark 
did not participate in the Supreme 
Court’s consideration of the case 
because he was Attorney General 
when it was initiated. 

In the majority opinion, Chief 
Justice Vinsun wrote that the 
party leaders “intend 7 to ever- 
throw the Government of the 
United States as speedily as 
circumstances would permit” 
and that their conspiracy ‘cre- 
ated a clear and present dan- 

ger’ of an attempt to over- 
throw the Government by force 
and violence.” 

The phrase “clear and present 
danger” was first enunciated by 
the late Justice Holmes in the 
Schenck case in 1919 as the yard- 
stick by which to judge substan- 
tive evils which Congress has a 
right to prevent. 

The majority opinion of 7700 
words had the outright support of 
Justices Reed, Burton and Min- 
ton. Justice Jackson wrote a 
concurring opinion of 6600 words 
in which he emphasized the legal 
technicalities and consequences of 
conspiracies. Justice Frankfurter 
filed a 12,000-word concurrence 
“in affirmance of the judgment” 
that reviewed legislative and ju- 
dicial precedents. 

Dissenting Opinions. 

The major dissenting opinion of 
4500 words, was written by Justice 
Douglas and it was supported in 
part by Justice Black, who wrote 
a separate dissent of about 800 
words. 

Justice Douglas held in the 
major dissent that “the com- 
mand of the First Amendment 
is so clear that we should not 
allow Congress org 8 fue to 
free speech exce e ex- 
treme case of peril from the 
speech itself.” He asserted that 
to believe that the Red leaders 
and their followers had placed 
themselves in such critical posi- 
tions as te endanger the nation 
“is to believe the incredible.” 

Justice Black, in his dissent, 
wrote that so long as the Su- 
preme Court exercises the 
power of judicial review of 
legislation he could not agree 
that “the First Amendment per- 
mits us to sustain laws sup-— 
pressing freedom of speech and 
press on the basis of Congress’s 
er our own doctrine of mere 
‘reasonableness.’ ” 

“Such a doctrine,” he contin- 
ued, “waters down the First 
Amendment so that it amounts to 
little more than an admonition 

ngress. The amendment as 

so construed is not likely to pro- 

any but those ‘safe’ or ortho- 

dox views which rarely need its 
protection.”

majority opinion, however, indi- 
cated that almost any political | 
activity by the party as a party 
to spread the doctrine of Marx 
and Lenin would come under the 
prohibitions of the Smith Act. 


Furthermore, Justice Jackson 
in his concurrence, observed that 
‘no government can long prevent 
revolution by outlawry.” The con- 
cluding words of his opinion 
were: 

“Totalitarian groups here and 
abroad perfected the technique of 
creating private paramilitary or- 
ganizations to coerce both the 
public government and its citizens. 
These organizations assert as 
against our Government all of the 
consitutional rights and immuni- 
ties of individuals and at the same 
time exercise over their followers 


deny to the Government. The 
Communist party realistically is 
a state within a state, an authori- 
tarian dictatorship within a re- 
public. It demands these free- 
doms not for its members, but 
for the organized party. It denies 
to its own members at the same 
time the freedom to dissent, to 
debate, to deviate from the party 
line, and enforces its authori- 
tarian rule by crude purges if 
nothing more violent. 

An Awkward Remedy. 


“The law of conspiracy has 
been the chief means at the Gov- 
ernment’s disposal to deal with 
the growing problems created by 
such organizations. I happen to 
think it is an awkward and inept 
remedy, but I find no constitu- 
tional authority for taking this 
weapon from the Government. 
There is no constitutional right to 
‘gang up’ on the Government. 

“While I think there was 
power in Congress to enact this 
statute and that, as applied in 
this case, it cannot be held un- 
constitutional, I add that I have 
little faith in the long-range 
effectiveness of this conviction 
to stop the rise of the Commt- 
nist movement. Communism 
will not go to jail with these 
Communists. 

“No decision by this court can 
forestall revolution whenever the

Protection from Violence. 


“The obvious purpose of the | 


statute,” he wrote, “is to protect 
existing government, not from 
change by peaceful, lawful and 
constitutional means, but from 
change by violence, revolution 
and terrorism. That it is within 
the power of the congress to pro- 
tect the Government of the: Unit- 
ed States from armed rebellion 
is a proposition which requires 
little discussion. Whatever theo- 
retical merit there may be to the 
argument that there is a ‘right’ 
to rebellion against dictatorial 
governments is without force 
where the existing structure of 
Government provides for 
peaceful and orderly change. 


“We reject any principle of 
governmental, -helplessness in 
the face of preparation for 
revolution, which principle. car- 
ried to its logical conclusion, 
must lead to anarchy. No one 
could conceive that it is not 
within the power of Congress to 
prohibit acts intended to over-. 
throw the Government by force 
and violence. The question with 
which we are concerned here 
is not whether Congress has 
such power, but whether the 
means which it has employed 
conflict with the First and Fifth 
amendments to the Constitu- 
tion. 


“One of the bases for the con- 
tention that the means which 
Congress has employed are in- 
valid takes the form of an attack 
on the face of the statute on the 
grounds that by its terms it pro- 
hibits, academic discussion of the 
merits of Marxism-Leninism, that 
it stifles ideas and is contrary to 
all concepts. of a free speech and 
a free press. Although we do 
not agree that the language itself 
has that significance, we must 
bear in mind that it is the duty 
of the federal courts to interpret 
federal legislation in a manner 
not inconsistent with the de- 
mands of the constitution. 


“The very language of the 
Smith Act negates the interpre- 
tation which petitioners would 
have us impose on that act. It 
is directed at advocacy, not dis- 
cussion. Thus, the trial judge 
properly charged the jury that 
they could not convict if they

Full and free discussion keeps a 
‘society from becoming stagnant 
and unprepared for the stresses 
and strains that work to tear all 
civilizations apart. 

“Full and free discussion has, 
indeed, been the first article of 
our faith. We have founded our 
political system on it. It has been 
the safeguard of every religious, 
political, philosophical, economic, 
and racial group amongst_us. We 
have counted on it to keep us 
from embracing what is cheap 
and false; we have trusted the 
common sense of our people to 


above and beyond the control of 
the Legislature when its judg- 
ment, subject to review here, is 
that certain kinds of speech are 
so undesirable as to warrant crim- 
inal sanction. Nothing is more 
certain in modern society than 
the ‘principle that there are no 
absolutes, that a name, a phase, 
a standard has meaning only 
when associated with the consid- 
erations which gave birth to the 
nomenclature. To those who 
would paralyze our Government 
in the face of impending threat by 
encasing it in a semantic strait- 
jacket we must reply that all 
concepts are relative.” 

Later he wrote: 

“Overthrow of the Government 
by force and violence is certainly 
a. substantial enough interest for 
the Government to limit speech. 
Indeed, this is the ultimate value 
of any society, for if a society 
‘cannot protect its very structure 


choosé the doctrine true to our 
genius and to reject the rest. This 
has been the one single outstand- 
ing tenet that has made our insti- 
tutions the symbol of freedom 
and equality. We have deemed it 
more costly to liberty to suppress 
a despised minority than to let 
them vent their spleen. We have 
above all else feared the political 
censor. We have wanted a land 
where our people can be exposed 
to all the diverse creeds and cul- 
tures of the world. : 

“There comes a time when even 
speech loses its constitutional im- 
munity. Speech innocuous one 
year may at another time fan such 
destructive flames that it must 
be halted in the interests of the 
safety of the republic. That is 
the meaning of the clear and 
present danger test. When con- 
ditions are so critical that there 
will be no time to avoid the evil 
that the speech threatens, it is 
time to call a halt. Otherwise

of the nation will be the cause 
of its destruction.” 

His own belief was expressed 

in these closing words of his 
issent: 
“The command of the First 
Amendment is so clear that we 
should not allow Congress to call 
a halt to free speech except in tho 
extreme case of peril from the 
speech itself. The First Amend- 
ment makes confidence in the 
common sense of eure people and 
in their maturity of judgment the 
great postulate of our domocracy. 
Its philosophy is that violence is 
rarely, if ever, stopped by deny- 
ing civil liberties to those advo- 
cating resort to force. 

“The First Amendment reflects 
the philosophy of Jefferson that 
it is time enough for the rightful 
purposes of civil government for 
its officers to interfere when 
principles break out into overt 
acts against peace and good order. 
The political censor has no place 
in our public debates. Unless 
and until extreme and necessitous 
circumstances are shown our aim 
should be to keep speech un- 
fettered and to allow the processes 
of law to be invoked only when 
the provocateurs among us move 
from speech to action. 

“Vishinsky wrote in 1948 in the 
law of the Soviet state: ‘In our 
state, naturally there can be no 
place for freedom of speech, 
press, and so on for the foes of 
socialism.’ 

“Our concern should be that 
we accept no such standard for 
the United States. Our faith 
should be that our people will 
never give support to these ad- 
vocates of revolution, so long as 
we remain loyal to the purposes 
for which our nation was 
founded.”

China “Elected”? Mao 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The current great debate seems to be 
whether to kill Chinamen and Koreans 
slowly in a long, small war, or quickly 
in a short, big war. 

But Jefferson wrote, “It is the right 
of the people to alter or abolish their 
government and to institute new gov- 
ernment on such principles as to them 
shall seem more likely to effect their 
safety and happiness.” 

Jefferson did not write for Ameri- 
cans alone. He wrote for all men 
everywhere in every age. Unless one 
believes that all people have the right 
to govern themselves as they think best 
—not as someone else in some other 
country thinks they should—he is not 
loyal to American principles. 

The Chinese people, illiterate and 
ruled for thousands of years by dicta- 
torships, cannot be expected to conduct 
elections. The best they can do is fight 
and they “elected” Chiang as their 
dictator some years ago. More recently 
they wanted a change, and defeated him 
by fighting for Mao. 

To argue that Americans should 
bomb Chinese cities and sponsor an 
attempt to conquer that country be- 
cause Mao once attended school in 
Russia would be to argue that Russia 
should bomb and attempt to conquer 
— because Nehru studied in Eng- 

Monroe laid down the historic Amer- 
ican policy. Recognize the right of all 
people to govern themselves or to fight 
among themselves. In no case attempt 
to decide the rights and wrongs of the 
internal politics of any other country. 


There is no greater right in all the world 
than the right to hold free opinions and to 
express them without fear of reprisal- by those

This right is the very heart of American 
“democracy. Keep it secure and the free way of 
life will survive. Take it away and the free 
way of life will die within itself, whether or

_ If there be any among us who wish to 
dissolve this Union, or to change its republi- 
can form, let them stand undisturbed, as 
monuments to the safety with which error 
of opinion may be tolerated where reason is.

What a strange and distressing contrast a 
century and a half later present. By now the 
feeble little nation has grown to be the strong- 
est power in all the world. Yet the successors 
of Jefferson. and his compatriots in high office 
are not merely less bold. They even retreat 
in fear of the free exchange of ideas. 

This is the context in which the Supreme 
Court decision in the case of the Communist 
leaders must be set. Chief Justice Vinson, 
with the concurrence of Justices Reed, Frank- 
furter, Jackson, Burton and Minton, leads the 


‘gravest departure from the guarantee of free- 


dom of speech in our history. 

These six justices say that the Communists 
by organizing “to teach and advocate the over- 
throw of the Government of the United States 
by force and violence:created a ‘clear and pres- 


ent danger’ of an attempt to overthrow the 
Government by force and violence.” 


They cite no overt acts of force. 
They present no record of violence. 
They find danger both clear and present 


through teaching and advocacy alone. 


Never before has such a restriction been 


placed on the right to hold opinions and to 
express them in the United States of America. 


What is important in this case is not what 


happens to the Communist leaders. As the 
Post-Dispatch said, Oct. 23, 1949, if these de- 
fendants have engaged in treason or in sedi- 
tious conspiracy let them be so charged, tried, 
convicted and imprisoned. If they ought to be 
indicted as saboteurs or unregistered foreign 
agents let the proper actions be brought under 
the proper laws. Few can hold a brief for 
these men or their hateful doctrine of discord 
and dissension. 


What is important in this case is what has 


now been done internally to our own historic 
liberty. The two.Justices who have the cour- 
age to dissent against this self-inflicted wound 
do so with words that history will mark. 


Justice Black says: “This is a virulent form

Never until today has anyone seriously 
thought that the ancient law of conspiracy 
could constitutionally be used to turn 
speech into seditious conduct.

. The logical consequence of this decision 


would be for the Department of Justice to order 
the arrest of everyone who can be said to 
have taught or advocated the overthrow of the 
Government by force and violence.

Six men have amended the United States 
Constitution without submitting their amend- 
ment to the states for ratification. That is the 
nub of this decision. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that this unrati- 
fied amendment will some day be repealed 
through reversal by a later Supreme Court 
decision.

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Jon Jonkel’s Big Doubt 

Jon M. Jonkel, who managed the Maryland 
smear campaign against Senator Millard Tyd- 
ings, has been fined $5000 for violating state 
election laws. Everyone else who was engaged 
in this dirty work has escaped punishment. 

Jonkel pleaded guilty to failure to keep and 
report campaign accounts as required by Mary- 
land law. The court could have sent him to 
prison but took inte account his amateur stand- 
ing in politics. He was a Chicago public rela- 
tions man brought into Maryland to do what he 
did. Yet this amateur became a technician of 
the political smear. 

Techniques used to defeat Tydings were based 
on what Jonkel himself called “the big doubt.”

The worst product of this technique was a 
tabloid carrying a composite or fake photograph 
putting Tydings together with Earl Browder, for- 
mer Communist leader.

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A Green Light for Bi-State 


When will the Missouri Legislature be con- 
vinced that the Bi-State Development Agency 
has nothing sinister up its sleeve? . 

Some very peculiar foot-dragging has been 
taking place in connection with the bill to 
clarify the agency’s authority. Clarification is 
needed because, in setting up its first project, a 
rail-barge terminal near Granite City, the agency 
discovered that the original enabling legislation 
was sloppily drawn. In order to issue revenue 


- bonds for thig and any other projects, the law 


must be tight and clear. 

Local governments in the metropolitan area 
objected to the bill, then were satisfied by 
amendments. Now the railroads and railroad 
unions are objecting. They say the bill might 
give Bi-State power to take over the Terminal 
Railroad, or the local transit system. 

Bi-State needs some authority to operate rail 
facilities in order to run its rail-barge terminal, 
but it has no intention of taking over the Term- 
inal Railroad. Surely it is inconceivable that 
such a project could be slipped over on St. 
Louis in the dead of night. As a practical matter, 


‘ Bi-State will be unable to carry out any project 


which does not have general community support. 
It is a creature of the Legislatures of Illinois 
and Missouri, and can be checked at any time. 
The essential thing is to get a clear bill 
passed and appropriations approved. The Bi- 
State agency can contribute greatly to the 


advancement of the metropolitan area; just as 


the New York Port Authority has contributed to 
that city’s development. It is time for both 
Legislatures to give the agency a green light.

Who Are “Dragging Their Feet”?

Malicious accusation that our, British allies are not doing their 
share in world is simply not true, Republican lawyer writes; 
of Britain is mobilized and her forces are on guard at 19 key points 
in world; economically, British are sacrificing more than we.

Perhaps the most unscrupulous and the 
most malicious accusation by, our propa- 
gandists for World War III *is that the 
British are “dragging their feet.” 

Let’s face the facts. 

In proportion to its population—one- 

third of ours—Britain has today as many 
men in its armed forces combatting or re- 
straining Communist aggression as has 
the United States. wie. 
Its forces are fight- 
ing or®are on guard 
at 19 key points 
throughout the 
world. Anthony Eden 
pointed out ‘in For- 
eign Affairs that 
these British forces 
are stretched in re- 
lation to the avail- 
ability of trained 
men and modern 
arms more  tautly 
than those of any 
other country, ally : 
or enemy. ; 

The British were Churchill 
fighting in Malaya for two years before 
the Communist aggression in Korea last 
June. Britain has had universal military 
training for men 18 to 26 since 1947, while 
we are still talking about it. 

Who are “dragging their feet’’? 

The British people, for more than 10 
years, have voluntarily submitted to a 
rationing system, in some respects more 
severe today than ever before, unknown 
and perhaps even unbearable in this coun- 
try. And why? To repair the awful dam- 
age of war, to enable their country to pay 
its own way, to meet its obligations, and 
to play its part in the defense of the free- 
dom of mankind. 

The results of this-self-restraint and self- 
sacrifice on the part of the British people 
should be reassuring to their friends and 

to future historians. 

Our partner has achieved solvency at 
least for the momént. Britain has raised 
its industrial production 50 per cent and 
its exports 70 per cent above the prewar 
level. Proporfionately, Britain is doing at 
least as much as America—and is sacrific- 
ing vastly more than America—to meet 
the menace of Russian imperialism. 

Nor is this the whole story. It is much 
easier for a rich tan to contribute 10 
per cent or 15 per cent of his income to 
worthy causes than it is for a man of 
modest means. In the case there may 


be the sacrifice of some luxuries; in the 
other, of bare necessities. The true test 
is how much a man is doing as compared 
with what he can do. 

As a Republican, I cannot sing hosannas 
to the British Labor party. Many of us 
Americans have grave doubts about the 
doctor’s prescription now being adminis- 
tered to the British people, but I have not 
the slightest doubt that they will suryive 
both the malady and the remedy. 


Moreover, we must admit, again In the 
spirit of fair play, that Many of the meas- 
ures adopted by the British Labor Govern- 
ment during the past six years would also 
have been adopted in substance by the 
Conservatives. And as regards the main 
problems of foreign policy, the British 
people are united. 

As Winston Churchill remarked in the 
House of Commons on the eve of Prime 
Minister Attlee’s recent visit to America 
—‘“Here in Britain, and I doubt not 
throughout the British Empire and Com- 
monwealth of Nations, we always follow a 
very simple rule which has helped us in 
maintaining the safety of this county—the 
worsé things get, the more we stand to- 
gether.” 

We Americans should not permit do- 
mestic political grievances, national vain- 
glory, stale prejudices or the ravings of 
demagogues to obscure our supremely 
important need of Britain as our chief 
ally and partner in all those areas es- 
sential to our common security. 


Let us remember always that British 
and Commonwealth bases are vital for the 
effective deployment of our armed forces; 
that British sea power, although less than 
ours, is still enormously effective (Brit- 
ain’s naval force off Korea was stronger 
than ours at the start of the Communist 
aggression); that Britain’s air force is 
mightier today than when it won the Bat- 
tle of Britain in 1940; that Britain’s fight- 
ing power saved the world only 10 and 11 
years ago; that despite many past errors 
in diplomacy and politics, Britain’s diplo- 
matic and political experience and wisdom 
are older and, in some ways, greater than 
our own; and, finally, that in a frightened 
and uncertain world British character still 
stands like a “great rock in a weary land.” 

Our task as the world’s strongest na- 
tion will not: be easy. We must become 
mature enough to realize that in a partner- 
ship of free nations no one nation, how- 
ever great and wise and virtuous, can al- 
ways be right.

Success, not the Criterion. 

“The damage which such at- 
tempts create both physically and 
politically to a nation makes it 
impossible to measure the validity 
in terms of the probability of 
success, on the immediacy of a 
successful attempt. In the instant 
case the trial judge charged: the 
jury that they could not convict 
unless they found that petitioners 
intended to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment ‘as speedily as circum- 
stances would permit.’ This does 
not mean, and could not properly 
mean, that they would not strike 
until there was certainty of suc- 
cess. What was meant was that 
the revolutionists would strike 
when they thought the time was 
ripe. We must therefore reject 
the contention that success or 
probability of success is the cri- 
terion.” 

The Chief Justice took as the 
court’s view, the statement by 
Judge Learned Hand of the Cir- 
cuit Court, of Appeals that “in 
each case (courts) must ask 
whether the gravity of the ‘evil’ 
discounted by’its improbability, 
justified such invasion of free 
speech as is necessary to avoid 
the danger.” 

Holds Danger Existed. 

Likewise, in answering the mi- 
nority arguments that no “clear 
and present danger” was shown 
in the record, the majority up- 
held the findings of the lower 
courts that such danger did exist 
even though no attempt was made 
to out the conspiracy into action. 

“The mere fact,” the opinion 
said. “That from the period 1945 
to 1948 petitioners’ activities did 
not result in an attempt to over- 
throw the Government by force 
and violence is of course no 
answer to the fact that there was 
a group that was ready to make 
the attempt. The féfifiation by pe- 
titioners of such a highly organ- 
ized conspiracy, with rigidly dis- 
ciplined members subject to call 
when the leaders, the petitioners, 
felt that the time had come for 
action, coupled with the inflam- 
mable nature of world conditions, 
similar uprising in other coun- 
tries, and the touch-and-go nature 
of our relations with countries 
with whom petitioners were in 
the very least ideologically at- 
tuned, convinced us that their 
convictions were justified on this 
score. And this analysis disposes

We hold that the statute may be 
applied where there is ‘a clear 
and present danger’ of the sub- 
stantive evil which the legisla- 
ture had the right to prevent.

If they are under-~ 
stood, the ugliness of Communism 
is revealed, its decit and cunning 
are exposed, the nature of its ac- 
tivities becomes apparent, and the 
chances of its success less likely. 
That is not, of course, why the 
petitioners chose these books for 
their classrooms. They are fervent 
Communists to whom these vol- 
umes are gospels. They preach 
the creed with the hope that some 
day it would be acted upon. 

Books Not Outlawed. 

“The opinion of the court does 
not outlaw these texts nor con- 
demn them to the fire, as the 
Communists do literature offen- 
sive to their creed. But if the 
books themselves are not out- 
lawed, if they can lawfully remain 
on the shelves, by what reasoning 
does their use in a classroom be- 
come acrime? It would not be a 
crime under the act to introduce 
these books to a class, though that 
would be teaching what the creed, 
of violent overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment is. The fact, as con- 
strued, requires the element of 

ntent—that those who teach 
creed believe in it. The crime 
then depends not on what is 
taught but on who the teacher is. 
That is to make freedom of 
speech turn not on what is said 
but on the intent with which it is 
said. Once we start down that 
road we enter territory dangerous 
to the liberties of every citizen. 

At this point Justice Douglas 
replied to the conspiracy issue 
stressed’ by Justice Jackson and 
mentioned by the Chief Justice: 

“The vice of treating speech 
as the equivalent of overt acts 
of a treasonable or: seditious 
character is emphasized by a 
concurring opinion, which by 
invoking the law of conspiracy 
makes speech do service for 
deeds which are dangerous to 
society, The doctrine of con- 
spiracy has served divers and 
oppressive purposes and in its 
broad reach can be made to do

Fix It Yourself

Using Portable Electric Fans. 


m EEMS that a portable electric 
fan, just an ordinary portable 
electric fan that never gets far 

away from the attic, can go a long 

way towards making you comfort- 
able in hot weather—if you set it 
up correctly. 

To get really efficient use out 
of these fans they must be set up 
where they will force the warm 


air out of the house and allow 
outside air te enter. The circu- 
lation of air through the rooms 
keeps you nice and cool, One of 
the best arrangements is to place 
the fan so it faces an open win- 
dow in one room. This window 
is the outlet window for the warm 
air. The outlet window should 
be opened about one and a half 
times the diameter of the fan 
blade. In an adjoining room, 
with the door opened between, 
is the inlet window. This should 
be opened between two and three 
times as much as the outlet win- 
dow. ~The position of the fan is 
also important. The blade should 
be about twice its diameter away 
from the opening. If the blade 
measures eight inches, the fan 
should be about 16 inches from 
the window. 

If you just want to cool one 
room wi windows along one 
side, use one for the inlet and the 
furthest one away for the outlet. 
If you just have one window, open 
both top and bottom sash, using 
the lower opening for the outlet.

Carry Flowers Gracefully

OU. think you know how to 
y carry flowers—why, there is 

nothing to: it, you say—until 
as a bride, bridesmaid, graduate 
or honored guest you are faced 
with carrying them.

Unless you’ve learned the secret 
of handling a bouquet, there is 
nothing more shattering than -to 
discover at the last moment that 
you really don’t know what to do 
with your flowers.

FIRST OFF, THINK of your 
bouquet as a very vital part of 
the lovely picture you hope to 
make. Plot how you can carry it 
so that it will add something to 
the composition and not detract 
from it. The cardinal error in 


holding a bouquet of any shape. 


or size is to clutch it. If you've 
never observed another in this 
graceless gesture, you are my 
most likely candidate to make 
this error under stress, with the 
result that you will look nervous, 
your figure bulky, and your flow- 
ers like something left over from 
another affair. 

The second mistake is to hide 
your hands in or behind your 
flowers. Unless you’ve had art or 
modeling training, you may never 
have realized that your hands give 
a tapering finish to your body 


lines. Consequently, cutting them 
off gives a stubby appearance. 

Third, and a ‘very subtle but es- 
sential detail, is the angle and 
level at which you hold a bou- 
quet. To get the full benefit of 
the instruction on this point, de- 
vise a “bouquet” of newspaper in 
a shape similar to one you expect 
to carry, and stand in front of 
your mirror.

IN THE CASE OF a long spray, 
rest the hand that carries it light- 
ly against the body at waist level, 
palm up, at a point about half 
way between the center front and 
the side.

lew Hope in Narcotics Anonymous 


Modeled After Alcoholics Anonymous, NA Offers Drug Addicts a New Way of Life

Danny was as bad as they come. 
He was a boots-and-shoes man, 
down-and-out addict who had sold 


try, lying, stealing, forging pre- 
scriptions, spen@ing every cent he 
made at odd jobs for the white 
stuff he could not live without. 
He had tried suicide during a 
cold-turkey cure, a sudden forced 
abstinence from drugs. He had 
married twice and twice dope had 
landed him in the divorce courts. 
Danny was down to the point 
where he was holding on to life 
by only one strand of a very 
frayed rope. 

Then three years ago something 
happened. In the United States 
Public Health Service Hospital 
for drug addicts at Lexington, 
Ky., Danny Carlsen made his first 
honest prayer. 7 

“I confessed that I was power- 
less to help myself. I felt that 
only God could take me out of 
my misery and that if I were to 
go on living it could only be with 
His help.” : 

Danny Carlsen’s prayer was an- 
swered. 

Today, after 25 years of drug 
addiction, he has not only been 
without narcotics for almost three 
years but he has set up an or- 
ganization called “Narcotics Anon- 
ymous” to help others like him- 
self. He has not only regained 
his self-respect but the respect 
of educators, civic leaders, pa- 
rents, social workers and the 
clergy who come to him in in- 
creasing numbers each week for 
advice and help, particularly in 
combating New /York’s heart- 
breaking epidemic of teen-age 
drug addiction.

Narcotics Anonymous. 

“1 was In Lexington for either 
my seventh or my eighth ‘cure’ in 
1947 when I heard of a group 
called ‘Addicts Anonymous’,” 
Danny explains. ‘‘Addicts Anony- 
mous had been started in ‘Lex- 
ington by a recovered Alcoholic 
who felt that the Alcoholics 
Anonymous program would help 
drug addicts as well as alcoholics. 
I went to the AA meetings at 
Lexington regularly and I had 
some hope that when I was re- 
leased I might again be normal 
and free of the dope habit. Back 
in New.York I attended AA meet- 
ings, but I felt lonely and left 
out, because all they talked about 
was alcoholism and my problem 
was addiction to drugs. Gradually 
I drifted away from AA and the 
result was that I was back where 
I started—in Lexington. Then it 
was that I said my first honest 
prayer. And then it was that the 
decision came to me to start Nar- 
cotics Anonymous. I thought very 
hard about my decision and hum- 
oor prayed for guidance and 

elp.” 


Modeled after Alcoholics Anon- 
ymous, Narcotics Anonymous — 
the official name under which the 
organization received its charter 
early this year was chosen by 
Danny when the name Addicts 
Anonymous conflicted with Al- 
coholics Anonymous — started 
functioning in January of 1950. 


Danny rounded up all the nar- 
cotic addicts he could find and 
went to work. But it was rough 
going. He had no money. Other 
organizations weren’t exactly en- 
thusiastic about letting the nar- 
cotics group use their headquar- 
ters for meetings. And charity- 
minded individuals, while’ con- 
vinced that Narcotics Anonymous 
was a worthy cause, weren't quite 
sure that they wanted to turn 
their contributions over to Danny, 
a guy with a pretty bad record 
of 25 years on the needle and nine 
years behind bars on dope 
charges. 


But Danny wasn’t discouraged. 
He got the Salvation Army to 
furnish him with a little cubby- 
hole of an office in a Four- 
teenth street loft ard with the 
army's Major Dorothy Berry 
worked out a scheme whereby the 
Salvation Army would act as cus- 
todian of any funds which might 
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in the group understand us and 


‘ what we are

come into the hands of Narcotics 
Anonymous. 

A short time ago Danny re- 
viewed his first year’s work. He 
had coaxed and wheedled some 
80 addicts into trying the Nar- 
cotics Anonymous plan. Six have 
been drug free for a year or 
more, five more for almost 12 
months. Six have gone back to 
drug addiction and so probably 
have most of the 60 of whom 
Danny has lost trace. 

“It doesn’t sound very impres- 
sive,” Danny says a little sadly. 
“But with the results we have 
obtained, there is no longer any 
doubt that the program will 
work.” 

As word has passed around of 
what Danny has been able to ac- 
complish with only nickel, dime 
and dollar donations to NA, an 
occasional $10 bill has fallen into 
the NA till, but there are still 
not enough funds to provide for 
the printing of literature or the 
hiring of a secretary which 
Danny needs badly to ease the 
strain of the 14, 16 and 18 hour 
days he puts in on the job to 
which he has dedicated himself. 

Recently Danny has been work- 
ing even longer hours than usual. 
Frantic mothers and fathers, pa- 
rents of teen-agers who have suc- 
cumbed to the drug habit in the 
shocking epidemic of narcotic 
addiction recently exposed in New 
York’s junior and senior high 
schools, call him for help. Minis- 
ters ask his guidance in setting 
up Narcotics Anonymous groups 
for youngsters who have formed 
the dope habit. Educators be- 
siege him for speeches before 
school groups. 

Recently New York’s Attorney 
General Nathaniel L. Goldstein, 
now in the process of conduct- 
ing a state-wide inquiry into drug 
addiction, placed an “absolute 
minimum” figure of addiction 
among New York’s school age 
children at 5000. 

“You read where so-called au- 
thorities blame this horrible epi- 
demic on a ‘fad’,” Danny says. 
“They say that the kids think it 
is the ‘sharp’ thing to do to take 
that first ‘joy pop,’ that first shot. 
But this think is no fad. It’s a 
fiendishly worked out system by 
the dope syndicates to build up a 
whole new generation of drug ad- 
dicts. You have only to look at

this so-called epidemic to see how 
well they have laid their plans.” 

Danny tells countless stories of 
youngsters who have taken their 
first ‘joy pop’ free from a ped- 
dler. The “lift” is irresistible. 
Soon they’re buying a shot or two 
a week, with their lunch money, 
their allowances, and soon they've 
reached the point where that 
lunch money and allowance won't 
stretch to meet their needs. The 
peddler suggests that they buy 
the stuff cheaper in larger lots 
and go into business for them- 
selves ddling their surplus to 
their friends. Thus new links are 
forged in the chain — a chain 
which has now grown to enslave 
thousands of New York teen- 
agers and touched off a $50,000 
inquiry into the traffic in nar- 
cotics in New York state. 
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<6 ARCOTICS ANONYMOUS 
N is able to help these kids 
because the organization if 
made of people who’ understand 
them,” Danny says. “The kids are 
not given lectures, or scoldings, or 
even advice. They are merely al- 
lowed to share the experiences of 
others, older and wiser and sadder 
than they, and offered help. A lot 
of the kids who come to us have 
been addictea for some time and 
have been told that they are 
‘hopeless.’ They have heard the 
expression ‘once an addict, always 
an addict’ and they have begun 
to believe it. They’re confused 
and ashamed. Not yet 21, some of 
them are believing their life is 
over that they are doomed to an 
existence of shame and despair. 
From us they hear a different 
story. Narcotics Anonymous 
works. All we need is the money 
to work with.” 

It is hard to believe that soft- 
spoken, neat Danny Carlsen car- 
ried, in the lingo of the dope 
addict, a monkey on his back 
for 25 years. His comeback from 
the land of the “white death” is 
almost miraculous. 

“I started using drugs when I 
was 16 years old,” Danny tells 
his story. “It all started when 
I had an earache and a doctor 
gave me morphine. I liked the 
‘lift? it gave me.”

I had. visited the hospital be- 
fore but I had never gone over it 
thoroughly until last Saturday. I 
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mother, Danny was orphaned at 
the age of five and brought to 
the United States by a woman 
doctor in the United States Public 
Health Service. It was while liv- 
ing in St. Joseph, Mo., whefe his 
foster-mother was on a hospital 
staff that Danny got the earache 
and his first taste of morphine. 


“At first I stole drugs out of 
the desks of the doctors at the 
hospital and sneaked what I could 
out of the dispensary,” Danny 
goes back to those early days. 
“Then I found a fellow who was 
using heroin and he took care of 
me. At the end of six months I 
was pretty bad. My foster-mother 
sent me away, but a sympathetic 
nurse helped me out. I was pretty 
far gone, even then. 1 ran away 
and bummed around the country, 
working as a harvest hand, a dish- 
washer, on construction’ gangs, 
anything to get the money I 
needed for drugs. From living in 
the hospital, I had learned how 
to fake a prescription. I got some 
drugs that way. I also learned 
how to ‘frame a twister’, feign a 
spasm to get narcdtics from sym- 
pathetic doctors. 


“In the years that followed I 
went farther and farther down 
hill. When I was 20 I was ar- 
rested in New York for passing a 
slug in a subway turnstile and 
they found the ‘works’ on me, the 
needle, spoon, the eyedropper and 
the morphine. [ wound up in 
Lexington, the first of my. seven 
or eight trips there. In between 
times, I tried to ‘cure’ myself by 
locking myself up in a room and 
sweating it out. But it was no 
use. Time after time I’d wind up 
in jail, the hospital or in the 
institution at Lexington. Of the 
25 years I used drugs, nine of 
them were spent behind bars.” 


Danny has difficulty telling the 
story of his life in chronological 
order. There are too many blank 
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that teaches us to be good, con- 
structive members of society, not 
only maintaining our own free- 
dom. but contributing to others 
by helping other addicts and by 
helping to

HE first step to recovery in 

‘the NA program is listed in 

the little NA booklet. “Our 
Way of Life,” as “Honesty”: 


“The first and most essential 
step is honesty, personal honesty, 
intellectual honesty. When the 
addict gets to the place where he 
is ready to honestly admit that 
he is powerless to control his 
drug habits, he has taken one of 
the hardest yet one of the long- 
est steps toward his recovery.” 

From that first step, the ad- 
dict is led step by step through 
the changes that he must bring 
about in his own life, the neces- 
sity for following a daily, self- 
imposed schedule to develop new 
habits for old, the necessity for 
achieving intellectual humility 
and once having achieved that 
humility, the necessity for ac- 
knowledging a power greater 
than himself or at least the main- 
tenance of an open mind on the 
subject while he follows the NA 
program. 

“Any con¢ept of a higher pow- 
er is acceptable to us,” Danny 
says. “Those labeled as skeptics 
and agnostics may choose to think 
of their inner selves, but what- 
ever form is visualized, they must 
rely on it and, in their own way, 
pray to that pcwer for strength. 
The core of the technique by 
which Narcotics Anonymous has 
worked what seems a miracle in 
my life and in the lives of others 
is not necessarily religious, but 
it is definitely spiritual.”

West 
opened the diamond king, and 
when he saw East's nine, laid 
down the diamond ace in hope 
that East had a singleton. He 
then shifted to a club, but South 
won, cashed the heart ace, then 
led a low heart! The result was 
that South made 870 points!
